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New strategies were in place 
to promote better health of the 
nation’s youth through physi- 
cal activity and fitness. The 
offices of Health and Human 
Services and the National Of- 
fice of Education developed 
guidelines to help teachers in 
educating their students to 
develop the knowledge, skills, 
attitudes, and confidence to be 
physically active for life. 

The Health and Physical 
Education department focused 
on participation in various 
sports and individual condi- 
tioning, as well as health care, 
drug awareness, and family 
life. Coach F.L. Slough said, 
“We teach the students life- 
long activities that will help 
them stay in shape physically

Students were required to have 
two credits in Health and PE. for 
graduation, however, many stu- 
dents took additional classes, in- 
cluding Advanced P.E. and 
Strength and Conditioning | and 
Il. The Driver's Education course 
was a part of Health and PE. for 
students in ninth grade classes at 
the CATCE center and tenth 
grade students at the high school. 

Teachers graded students on 
gym participation, dressing out, 
skills testing for PE., and written 
tests and class participation in 
Health. Each portion accounted 
for 50% of the students grade. 

The President’s Council on 
Physical Fitness set up an awards 
program for elementary through 
high school for specific physical 
skills. The awards were based on 
the national averages for each 
age group. Students meeting 
50% of the required skills were 
awarded the National Physical 


Fitness Award, and only the 
top 15% of students in the na- 
tion received the Presidential 
Physical Fitness Award by 
meeting 85% of the skill re- 
quirements. “I think that the 
skills tests that are taken in 
P.E. are good to have. It 
shows where you stand with 
your physical strength. My fa- 
vorite skill to do is the arm 
hang, where you have to keep 
your chin above the bar,” said 
sophomore Sheena Lax. 
Most of the students taking 
the Advanced P.E. and 
Strength and Conditioning 
classes were involved in 
sports. These classes focused 
on flexibility, coordination, and 
strength training for athletes. 
Generally, the students took 
these classes during the se- 
mester that they were partici- 
pating in a particular sport, 
and they found the additional 
workout time to be worthwhile.

In order to receive a high 
school diploma, students were 
required to have three credits 
inboth math and science. Math 
and science were interrelated; 
several math classes were pre- 
requisites for science classes. 

Most students began with 
Algebra | in their first year of 
high school. Students were 
evaluated after four weeks in 
Algebra | to determine if they 
would complete the course in 
one or two semesters. This 
review was done to help the 
students work at a pace that 
was comfortable for them.
